Official Statement Concerning 
Sinking of Vessel Cabled 
State Department. 

SHIP FLED WnN WARNED 



Denies Steamer Was Shelled 
After She Came to a 
SUndstilL 



Washinpton, Nov. 17.— American 
Ambassador Penfield today cabled 
the state department an official state- 
ment concerning tbe ainking of the 
Italian steamship Ancona, which had 
been handed him by the Austrian 
foreign office, apparently before he 
received the dcpartment'a instruc- 
tions, to Jaek the Vienna veniooof 
the traittdy. 

The text of the communication 
virtually is identical to that given 
out in Vienna by the Austrian ad- 
mirality and sent to this country by 
wireless from Berlin. It says that 
tbe Ancona fled at full.^peed when a 
warning shot was fired across her 
bow and it denies the allegations 
of the Italian government that the 
steamer was shelled after she had 
come to a standstill and that other 
shota were f)red at lifeboats and at 
persons swimming In the se^. 

After the rec'ipt of the report it 
became known that Secretary Lan- 
sing considered that the state d^ 
partment now had in its po s ssssl o H 
sufficient ofl\c|al inforn^ation to form 
the basis ofai^' inquiry of Austria- 
Hungary regarding its attitude to 
ward the-conduet of submarine war- 
fare. Tbe saesatary indicated, how- 
ever, that no eofftmnnication would 
go forward until a reply had heen 
made to questions submitted to the 
Aostrian foretga office by A&twssif- 
dor Peaflda.

FIND RICH ALUM DEPOSITS 

Dlecoviry That Will Materially Adtf 
te the Wea th of n Section 
of Auttralla. 

The Myall river io the atate of 
Kew Bouth Walea debwc h ea into the 

bav at Port Rticphens, which if .1.5 
miles north of Newcastle. Upon a 
recent trip up the river there was no- 
ticed on the wharf at a landing some 
six miles fwm Port Stephens a pile 
of what appe.ired to lie lumps of mar- 
ble. On investigation it was found, 
however, that the white atone was 
alunite, and there were about sixty 
tons of it in the pile. Vessels of 
n:oderate draft can prooeed np the 
Myall river u far as the landing 
mentioned, bat beyond that point 
freight can only he carrii^l on harges. 

Thirty miles north of Port Steph- 
ens is a iniall village called Bullah- 
delah, litoated doae to what is known 
aa tha Alam moantain. llria noun- 
tain ii eooposed entirely of nlumtc, 
and it ia the only known deposit in 
,AQitnUa. 

The atone yidda on an average 80 
per cent of alum. According to the 
statistics for the n.ining imliislry of 
New South Wales, the output of al- 
um from the years 1856 to 1908 was 
valued at $450,000 and for 1908 to 
the end of 1913, $190,000. Since 
the year 1908 about l.-.MHi leu- . f t!ie 
rock have been taken out annually 
and ahipped to England for treat- 
ment, where the alum is extrnited 
much more liieaply than is ]iossilile 
liere.
